PERILS STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

“It would require al) children to attend the public schools, leaving no discretion 
to the legislature regarding care of unfortunate or defective children. This would auto- 
matically close the state’s School for the Blind at Lansing, School for the Deaf at Flint, 
and the school at the Michigan Farm Colony for Epileptics at Wahjamega, if not the 
industrial schools, the State Public Schools at Coldwater and the Michigan Home and 
Training School at Lapeer. 

“It would close all private schools including those for backward, afflicted or ex- 
ceptional children. It would prevent private instruction of children in need of it. It 
would compel parents to send some children to public schools, who, at five years old, are 
not strong enough. 

“Were the amendment adopted, schoo! districts having only one or two pupils, 
who now attend schools in nearby districts, would be compelled to maintain full-time 
teachers, depleting an already insufficient supply of instructors. 

SEES LEGISLATION HANDICAP. 

“Children living near a public school not in their own district would be re- 
quired to walk long distances to attend the prescribed schools. There would be no 
option and the legislature could not make even a reasonable regulation. It would pre- 
vent development for the consolidated schoo! idea and transportation of pupils.
